The recent letter of the New York Neighborhood 
Cleaners Association, calling for labeling of fiber con 
tent, particularly on new blends, was widels publicized 
in other parts of the country as well as in New York 
in the general press and the textile trade papers. As 
reported in the Daily News Record ot April 24. some 
rayon producers took exception to the labeling pro 
posals, stating that there were ways of testing for fiber 
content which drycleaners should use. The NCA Bulle- 
tin points out that many of these tests require labora- 
tory equipment, and that a knowledge of the fiber con 
tent does not necessarily indicate drvcleanability of 
sizings or other finishes 


Testing Forum in Canada: The two-day session of the 
combined Textile Testing Forum and annual meeting 
of the Canadian Association of Textile Chemists and 
Colorists (Quebec section), held April 25 and 26 in Mon 
treal, was attended by over 500. Practically all of the 
important textile producers in Canada were represented 

\ great deal of interest was shown in the exhibit of 
the Canadian Research Institute of Launderers and 
Cleaners, with E. W. Finlavson, managing executive 
and J. Williams, secretary-treasurer, on hand to answer 
questions. The exhibit indicated the size of the two in- 
dustries and showed views of modern drvcleaning and 
laundering operations. Textile men were especially in- 
terested in the industry's facilities for control and test 
pieces for cleaning and laundering 

At a forum on textile test methods, the drvcleaning 
and laundry industries were represented by Mr. Fin- 
lavson, who pre sented their case for standardized test 
methods and offered their cooperation mn studies di 
rected to improved textile dyes, finishes, trimmings and 
ACCESSOTIOS Other forum speakers represented 
ers, retail buvers, and testing technicians 

The results of a survey made by the CATCC. as re- 
ported in the CRI bulletin, indicate that most fabrics 
produced in Canada are not being completely tested 
for launderability and cleanabilitv. The survey showed 
that 56 percent of all textile mills reporting tested for 
fastness to home laundering, 44 percent commercial 
laundering, 33 percent hot pressing, 30 percent water 
spotting and only 22 percent drycleaning

Pressure Flow Works Like Gravity Flow 


Opening a valve starts solvent from underground tanks 


by LOU BELLEW and WILLIAM R. PALMER 


SOLVENT UNDER PRESSURE of 15 pounds in the feed line to the washers is maintained by pressure switch connected to pump 


pressure from building up in the feed line and shutting 
off the pump while only a small tlow of solvent is re 
quired 

The bypass check valve is against the feed line, 
so that as pressure gets higher in the feed line than it 
does in the draught line, the valve opens and bleeds 
off enough solvent to keep the pressures equal in the 
two lines. Another check valve in the feed line between 
the pump and the bypass keeps the solvent from leaking 
back through the pump and lowering the pressure 
in the feed line enough to cause the pump to start 
unnecessarily 

As a further precaution against sudden excessive 
pressure in that fraction of a second between the time 
a valve is closed and the pump stops, an “air bumper 
leg” extends trom the feed line. Liquids such as dry- 
cleaning solvent are non-compressible (won't squeeze 
smaller), therefore a pressure exerted on solvent. is 
passed on to the pipes and fittings containing it. How- 
ever, air compresses easily and instantly 

Thus the air bumper leg is a 10-foot pipe fitted into 
the feed line by a tee and capped at the other end. It 
is partly filled with solvent at the bottom and contains 
air the rest of the wav. When closing the valve causes 
sudden high pressure in the line, it compresses the air 
in the bumper leg and holds the line pressure down 
long enough to permit the pump to stop. An added 
precaution is a relief valve set in the side of the 
bumper leg

CONTROL BOARD holds al! valves except one at each washer 


All valves in the system are on a single control 
board, with the exception of a single feed valve on each 
washer. When all valves on the control board are in 
“normal” position the feed line to the washers is con- 
nected to the distilled solvent tank. 

Changing valves on the control board makes it pos- 
sible to connect: (1) the new-solvent tank to the washers 
2) new solvent to the dirty tank; (3) dirty tank to the 
still feed tank; (4) still feed tank to the still: (5) the 
still to the distilled-solvent tank 

Since these valves are used only occasionally, the 
control board is in a corner of the cleaning room by the 
still and the pump, instead of by the washers. Hence 
the control valves and sight glass for the still are in- 
cluded on the control board 

Another feature of the control board is the group 
of three “levelometers” (Liquidometer Corp.) which 
indicate the solvent level in the three underground 
tanks. Since most such gauges must be placed directly 
above the tanks they are recording, Mr. Loeb had dit- 
ficultv in locating gauges that would record accurately 
levels in tanks located 15 to 30 feet to the side of the 
ganges 

It would be difficult to pin down the benefits of this 
setup since it was installed when the was 
moved in from another location.

Next we fasten the cuff of our sleeve if there’s an 
openmag to be closed. Sometimes it's easier to use this 
snap clothespin, which we always keep handy on the 
top of the machine 

Now before we turn the steam into the sleeve we 
move this ring down close to the edge of the sleeve 
If we dont, notice what happens when [ turn the air 
on and the ring isn't down there? It blows out the edge 
of the sleeve and can stretch it 
QO. I didn't realize that air was so strong 
I. Yes, that’s why it’s important to move the ring down 
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away from end of FIG. 7 A quick jerk of the left hand re

Now, let's be sure our sleeve isn't twisted on the 
machine. We can check that very quickly by feeling 
the underarm seam, which should be directly under- 
neath the arm of the machine. We'll really be doing the 
whole sleeve at one time, so we can’t stretch one part 
of the sleeve and make it ripple the way vou can with 
i hand Won 

First, we step on the steam pedal, just enough to 
bring some steam through the sleeve so we can see it 
well. Don't use so much steam that it gets up into 
your face. You can always step on the pedal again if you 
need more steam 
O. What if the wrinkles don't come out even if vou 
steam it twice? 

I. That doesn't happen very often, but if it does, we'll 
use this water spray gun 

(As soon as we finish steaming, we can take hold of 
the cuff and underarm seam and straighten out the 
sleeve a little. then reach over with our right hand and 
turn on the air valve. At the same time the air comes 
on, we swing our right hand under the arm of the sleeve 
to raise it from the end of the machine. With our left 
hand we keep the top of the sleeve and the shoulder 
tree from wrinkles by holding it out straight with the 
end of the bag. Use a little ironing motion with vour 
right hand under the armhole seam, to smooth out any 
wrinkles that might be there. You'd be surprised how 
much that does 

Now, while we hold the garment up off the machine 
with our left hand, we reach over with the right hand 
and turn off the air, and quickly jerk the sleeve off the 
machine with our left hand. Keep vour hand on the 
neckline and just twist the garment over so that the 
other sleeve comes up and we go ahead with the entire 
operation for this next sleeve 

Be careful now where vou lay the sleeve you've al- 
ready finished. Most of the time you'll find it can just 
hang free over the edge of the trav and vou needn't 
worry about it touching the floor 

Now when we have this sleeve finished we'll take it 
over here to this egg puffer and insert the puffer into the 
bottom of the sleeve by holding the sleeve up over the 
puffer. Don't try to go into the sleeve through the neck- 
line. Then fit the point of the puffer down into the 
gathers, but don't let the sleeve fall down around the 
puffer because then we'll get leave-off marks. 

Now we just run the cuff around this end of the sleeve 
puffer and use this hand pad to make it nice and 
smooth. And we'll get a faster job and a smoother one

Preparing for Dye Promotion 


Personnel training is vital to sideline success 


by LON FANALD 


AN INCREASE IN RKREDYEING volume trom $100 to 
$700 per month was accomplished in only eight months 
by Helen Owen, manager of Myers Cleaners in Salt 
Lake City. Utah. This sideline growth was due not to 
hance, but to a well-planned program starting with 
selection of a competent dye house 

Before Miss Owen started to promote dye work she 
spent a week at the dye house learning how the work 
was done, what colors to push, what materials to dis- 
courage, and how to sell dve work through color har- 
mony charts. This training she feels was very important, 
ind the cooperation of Vern Scheller, operator of Salt 
Lake Cleaning & Dyeing Company, of the greatest 


Next Miss Owen had posters made up for the plant 
tore and tor the branch call office at ZCMI, a depart- 


nent store founded by Brigham Young in 1S68. These 
posters have color charts showing 28 colors and shades 
vhich the dve house can duplic ate exactly. She also 


had a dozen sets of tabric samples in all 28 colors and 
p. These are used at the plant office, at 
the ZCMI branch store and by the routemen 
Miss Jacketta Redmond, who has had charge of the 
ZCMI branch for eight vears, also spent a week of study 
and observation at the dye house. She says she would 
not feel qualified to sell dve work without this training. 
I cannot stress too much Miss Owen said “that it 
of major importance to know and have your em 
plovees know exactly what vou can do and what you 
int. When vou take a dve job and deliver the garment 


ides mace tl 


dyed exactly as the customer expects, vou have started 
nany dve jobs coming to vou from that one customer 
The general public knows very little about what can 


be done and what cannot be done at a dve house. That 


s why it is essential for vou to know so much.’ 

On dye work which comes in at the plant office 
\ivers Cleaners makes 40 percent 5 percent trom route 
business, and 20 percent from the business which origi 
nates at the ZCMI branch. Here a 20 percent commis- 
sion is given to the store for rent and the concession 
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The bulk of the business coming in from the ZCMI 
branch is bolt goods. When customers at the store ask 
about having material dyed, the saleslady or depart- 
ment head goes with the customer and the material to 
the Myers branch, which is in the basement of the store 

The charge tor dyeing a dress runs from $5 to $10 
The most popular items today are OD jackets and trou- 
sers from the boys back trom Korea. These run $3 each 
or $5 for a jacket and a pair of trousers 

Army garments are not measured when taken in be- 
cause it has been found that there is no shrinkage. All 
other work accepted is measured, the measurements are 
recorded, and when finished the garments are again 
measured and the figures recorded 

“We always tell the customer,” Miss Owen says 
“that there may be some shrinkage. When we accept 
work other than Army garments, we have the customer 
sign the slip on which we have stamped an owner's risk 
release We have had no trouble with claims and only 
one case of bad shrinkage in the past year.” 

It takes an experienced operator to finish dyed 
garments. Myers has two finishers who are trained in 
handling this work 

Making vour store headquarters for dye work, Miss 
Owen has found, brings in a new volume of dryclean 
ing which vou would not otherwise get 

“When we deliver a dye job” Miss Owen says. “we 
alwavs show the customer how we have finished the 
garment and suggest that if she will return it to us when 
it has to be cleaned, it will look even better the next 
time. This is true and we find that our dve customers 
bring their work back to us.” 

The big dye profit is in rugs and drapes for clubs 
lodges, churches and similar organizations. Myers Clean- 
ers is now going out after this business by personal so- 
licitation. A recent dve job obtained from a club on 
drapes, summer covers and two rugs ran over $600 

“We are aiming for a $1,000-per-month dye volume, 
Miss Owen savs, “and I believe we will reach that 


figure in another six months.” 7

wid betore long Flair's help came up to Mr. Berger's 
standard. As his operation grew in experience, volume 
crew. The second bundles began coming in with regu- 
laritvy—based on quality alone. Flair had still done no 
promotion 

Many drycleaners, large and small, have learned this 
important business pring iple the hard way. They've ad- 
vertised to beat the band, and watched volume shrink 
Mr. Berger simply realized that claims have to be 
backed up. If quality is advertised, quality must be 
produced 

Flair still hasn't done much in the way of large- 
scale advertising and promotion. Quality in service, a 
modified-shopping-center location and an appealing 
store front do much to bring in new cash-and-carry cus- 
tomers in an area where cash-and-carry is the fashion 

One call-office feature Mr. Berger is quite proud of 
is a unique tropical-fish display. He brought his hobby 
to work with him—and for him 

On a side counter, screening the cleaning unit and 
in full view from the street through the all-glass store 
front, is an $3-gallon aquarium that is a real eye-catcher. 


Completely equipped with various types of fish, well 
planted and lighted, the display pulls many people into 
the store just out of curiosity. They wd ate a 
garment or two with them as an inducement for intfor- 
mation about the fish. 

Mr. Berger states that four out of five people, time 
after time, stop to look at the aquarium when bringing 
or calling for garments. It also serves to occupy cus- 
tomers who must wait for finished work. The fluorescent 
lamp over the tank serves as a store night light, so the 
display brings attention to Flair 24 hours a day. 

In a small business, the owner usually plays some 
productive or semi-productive part. So does Mr. Ber- 
ger, but he feels that his layout helps to keep his own 
productive time at a minimum. 

In back of the curved main counter in the store 
is a small marking counter; underneath this, a hamper. 
The cleaning unit is just a few steps away, separated 
from the store only by the tropical-fish aquarium and 
its counter stand. 

It is a simple matter for Mr. Berger to handle the 
customers, mark and weigh the garments, and load the 
cleaning unit. At the end of the cycle, the spotter un- 
loads and tumbles. 

Work moves through the long, narrow plant in a 
U-shaped flow. From the unit and tumbler, garments 
move down one side of the building to spotter and fin- 
ishers. Then there is a small free repair section, while 
speedrail and racks are opposite the finishing units. 

The partition separating plant and store is only a 
half-wall in back of the receiving counter. On the other 
side of the room the aquarium takes the place of a par- 
tition. This open arrangement, plus the simple work- 
flow, allows Mr. Berger to supervise from his customer- 
handling position. He can produce or supervise as he 
sees the need. 

Sometimes, to keep costs in line, an owner must im- 
provise. Handy with a set of tools, Mr. Berger kept 
costs down by building his own counters for the Flair 
call office. For material, he used the crates in which the 
cleaning unit, presses and other equipment came. The 
machinery manufacturers do a good packing job on 
the valuable equipment, using strong, good-quality 
wood. 

The machinery was unpacked carefully and the 
crating material laid aside while the equipment was in- 
stalled. Mr. Berger then built the counter frames with 
the wood, padded and covered them with leatherette— 
and openec the doors. 

The result is a pleasing, professional-looking job,

FREQUENT AND PROPER ATTENTION to every 
steam trap in your plant will keep it on the job as a full 
working member of your production team 

How frequent should it be? Large high-pressure 
traps, and units handling dirty or corrosive conden- 
sates, thrive on daily checks. Medium-pressure traps 
get by very well on once-a-week checks. Low-pressure 
systems need looking after only once a month. The last 
two divisions medium and low pressure pretty well 
cover most of the drvcleaning field. 


How To Check Trap Performance 


What kind of checks should you run? The ideal way 
to check on a trap is to run it through a test. A setup 
like that shown in Fig. 1 gives good results. Some traps 
have a tapped outlet for test connection (top of Fig. 1) 
Others require that you put in a tee in the return line, 
as shown in the lower part of Fig. 1 

Be sure that you have a tight valve bevond the test 
connection to effectively isolate the trap from the re- 
turn line. A trap can develop a number of problems 
brought on by the return piping. For example conden- 
sate in the return line could back up and flood the trap 
With this test setup, however, all we're interested in is 
the trap itself 

When you open the test line after you've admitted 
steam to the trap you should get water. If you get 
steam look for trouble. Some traps give off a mild fog- 
like puff when there’s a mixture of steam and air com- 
ing out or when condensate load is light. Others dis- 
charge in an erratic but continuous fashion when there's 
too much air in the line 

Any trap that’s lost its prime* blows steam at a high 
velocity. But that loss of prime could be temporary

How to check performance and keep traps working at top efficiency

Close the inlet valve a few minutes, then open slowly. 
If the trap catches prime; that is, if water comes out the 
test line, you can reason the trap mechanism is in good 
working order 

Suppose, though, you have no test setup and you 
either can’t or don't want to put in a special trap test 
line? There are on-the-line checks you can run. The 
simplest is to slip on a pair of canvas gloves, then wrap 
vour hands around the inlet and outlet lines of the trap 
With most traps there ought to be some temperature 
difference. But the outlet line should always be warm 
If it is cold the trap is not working at all. 

A second simple check requires a metal screwdriver 
or steel rod. Put the blade against the trap and then 
lean your ear against the opposite end of the rod. You 
should be able to hear the trap discharge. If it rattles all 
the time the chances are steam is getting through. 

This check, while simple, needs just a little back- 
ground, Listen to other parts of the piping so your ear 
will recognize the usual noises a pipe transmits. Then 
you'll be able to tell the difference between trap dis- 
charge and the normal pipe noises 

\ fairly recent entry in the instrument field makes 
it possible to run more accurate checks than these last 
two without any elaborate preparations. This instrument 
is a pyrometer (Figs. 2 and 3).

So much for the quick and easy checks. Are there 
inv other telltale signs vou can look for to check trap 
performance? Yes, but most of them apply to special 
situations, require some judgment, and understanding 
# your piping layout and trap operating characteristics 


Common Trap Troubles 


Let's look at some of the more common trap troubles 
and their cures 


1. Trap blows steam. There are two causes here that 
could happen in any hookup. Either the trap has lost 
its prime, or dirt or scale buildup stops the trap from 
closing. In the first condition vou check to see if steam 
pressure in the line has sudden drops or if it changes 
trequently. If so. vou'll have to study line service to see 
if pressure swings can be ironed out. In the second case 
voull have to pull the trap out of service and clean it 
thoroughly Fig 

There can be other causes for a trap blowing steam 
such as using the wrong-sized trap, or a leaky bypass 
valve. But each case is highly special 


2. Condensate won't drain out. In last month's article 
page SO) we took a strong stand on the need for indi- 
vidual traps on each unit. Trving to get by with one 
trap for a number of units is a frequent cause for fail- 
ure of condensate to drain out 

Another common cause is air binding. You'll have 
to put ina suitable vent or go to a larger trap capable 
of handling both condensate and air. Then, too. if steam 
pressure in the line runs below the original level when 
the traps went in thev ll be operating under conditions 
less than planned and output will suffer 


3. Trap won't shut off. Here's a case where the trap 
parts may have jammed up, you may have leaks in 
steam coils that are adding to the condensate load, or 
the trap may be too small for the job it has to do 


4. Trap capacity suddenly falls. If inlet-line pressure 
drops too low from a sudden load pull on the boiler 
the trap can't handle the usual capacity because it’s no 
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FIGURE 4 


longer operating at rated conditions. Should this situ- 
ation happen often you'll have to change trap pressure 
parts or settings or fit in a larger trap. This same prob- 
lem could come up from too high a back pressure, such 
as a plugged-up return line or vent could cause, or 
from another faulty trap blowing steam into this line. 


5. Trap doesn't discharge. A strainer in the line is a 
smart idea to lengthen the operating life of a trap. It 
prevents dirt from getting into trap parts. But like ev- 
erything else, you've got to keep it clean. If it plugs up 
nothing gets to the trap and it quits working. 

If dirt gets into the trap it, too, of course, can stop 
trap discharge. Too high a pressure entering the trap 
will have the same effect. Some traps can be equipped 
with proper pressure parts others can be adjusted. Con- 
tact your trap manutacturer for his suggestion. 


How To Clean Traps 


Throughout the above outline of trap troubles the 
remedy of cleaning traps is often given. The job is a 
simple one (Fig. 4). Start by taking the trap apart and 
washing all elements in kerosene, rust-penetrating oil, 
or other cleaning fluid. Traps in lines serving reciprocat- 
ing engines or pumps may have a coating of oily paste 
if too much evlinder oil is used. Always check for this 
when you pull a trap apart 

By and large, traps do a praiseworthy job. You'll 
find them pretty rugged, well able to do their job 
so long as conditions come close to rated ones. Most 
of their troubles are from neglect or other external 
sources. Very few originate in the traps themselves. # # 


GLOSSARY 
Engineering terms used in this article 


Prime—The discharge piping from a trap should be full of con- 
densate, and many manufacturers devise traps to keep a water 
seal at the discharge point. If a trap has lost all its water after one 
operation, incoming steam blows right through, the trap can't 
close again, the discharge line fills up with steam, and the trap 
is said to have lost its prime 


Open-bucket trap—A special design trap which has an open 
bucket within the trap body and hung on the trap valve. At start 
up steam comes in and forces air out of the trap body. As it 
condenses the water fills up in the trap body, floats the bucket, 
flows over the bucket sides until the bucket loses its buoyancy, 
sinks and opens the trap discharge valve. That stays open until 
enough water Hows out to float the bucket.

Store Asks 
“Will It Clean?” 


Halle Brothers of Cleveland runs cleaning 


plant to help buyers select merchandise 
by LOU BELLEW 


\ CLEANING PLANT OF ITS OWN 1s operated by 
The Halle Brothers Company, one of the finest depart- 
ment stores of Cleveland, Ohio. This efficient little syn- 
thetic operation has proved a valuable aid to the store's 
buyers who are now, more than ever, asking the gar- 
ment manufacturers such questions as “Will it clean? 

The manager of the drycleaning department, Tony 
Tomaric, is a practical cleaner who was first employed 
by Halle in 1938S to clean the linings of fur coats in 
storage in the store's vault. His knowledge of the clean- 
ing business prompted the firm to set up a complete 
drvcleaning department within the vear 

Normal store procedure is to mark down the price 
of a soiled garment and dispose of it. In a large store 
the factor of time for the most part prohibits sending 
garments to an outside commercial drvycleaning plant. 

The Halle drycleaning plant was set up primarily 
tor tast pressing of garments used in the frequent stvle 
shows, also the pressing ot dresse sw rinkled during de- 
livery. For this reason the installation differs from the 
commercial plant in its abundance of hand-ironing fa- 
cilities 

The present spotting setup is a far cry from the old 
days when each department in the store had one girl 
equipped with a little jug of carbon tet for removal of 
spots. Floor-soiled garments now have soil marks re- 
moved before pressing formerly the spots were usually 
pretty well set by the time the girls had finished their 
attempts to refresh such garments for display 

The number of spotting boards is also large in pro- 
portion to the finishing equipment, since speed is im- 
portant here, too. Ordinary spotting is done by two as- 
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sistants while Mr. Tomaric handles the difficult and 
questionable spots. 

There are many other advantages to the store in 
having a drycleaning plant on the premises. According 
to Tony, a bottle of ink spilled on a carpeted floor in 
the store used to create a real problem; now they merely 
notify the cleaning department and the job is done. Dis- 
plays of various fluids sometimes explode in display 
windows and stain rugs and expensive garments, and 
new furniture often leaves lacquer marks on the cus- 
tomers’ rugs. All these troubles are now remedied by 
the cleaning department. 

Lipstick smears, once a source of real trouble to 
dress departments, have been largely eliminated by hav- 
ing the customers use manila-paper protectors over 
their lips while trying on garments. 

Elevator operators in this large store had consider- 
able difficulty getting proper wear from their uniforms 
until the cleaning department ran exhaustive tests on 
various deodorants. Five were found that would not 
harm the fabric, and the uniforms now last two years 
or better as against six months. 

Occasionally, an expensive garment will get past 
the buyer that sports an innocent-looking little soil 
spot. This may or may not cover up a defect in the ma- 
terial. If a customer buys the garment, the first time 
it is cleaned the unlucky cleaner may be stuck with a 
nice claim. This does not happen at Halle Brothers 
Company, according to Mr. Tomaric. No matter how 
trivial the spot may be, it is routed through the clean- 
ing department to be removed by an expert, or sent back 
to the manufacturer if necessary. 

Mr. Tomaric has a special advantage over the aver- 
age cleaner, in that he gets news and data on new fab- 
rics from the manufacturer six to eight months ahead of 
its general release to the public and the drycleaning 
industry. This, of course, is advantageous to Halle 
Brothers Company, since the new fabrics can be tested 
in the cleaning department before mass purchases are 
made. (Stores have claims to contend with, too!) 

Meeting regularly with the store's buyers, Tony is 
in a position to give the average cleaner’s view on cer- 
tain features. Buyers for the modern department store 
are well educated so far as fabrics are concerned, but 
they become even more market-wise when supplied 
with pertinent facts from the cleaning industry. 

Asked why buyers did not completely stop purchas- 
ing all garments that could not be safely drycleaned, 
Mr. Tomaric replied the department stores are just as 
anxious as the cleaners to eliminate this problem. The 
hitch is, the stores would go out of business if they 
threw out the less expensive garments. Many customers 
insist on buying for eye appeal, and must be accom- 
modated regardless of the fact there may be trouble 
ahead when the garment needs cleaning. Customers 
of this sort are prone to disregard the salesperson’s ad- 
vice and make their selection on the basis of style 
alone. (What sort of reasoning goes on in their pretty 
heads is not for man to try to explain!) 

One of Tony's jobs is to work with the store’s claim 
adjuster. When garments are involved. his is the final 
decision most times as to whether the customer or the 
store is at fault. Like most of the better drycleaning 
plants, the Halle store leans backward in the matter 
of claims and does everything possible to satisfy a 
customer 

Mr. Tomaric is a member of the reorganized Cleve- 
land Dry Cleaners Guild, and attends the regular 
meetings of the local retail stores’ claim adjusters at 
the Better Business Bureau. Here he is in a good po- 
sition to give the drycleaner’s view on many issues. # #

Q. The joints in the

into the unit. Have | really solved the 
leakage problem? 


A. No. Your method makes no provi- 
sion for solvent that does not condense 
but escapes from the exhaust stack as 
vapor. Faulty damper operation is 
generally responsible for solvent loss 
out of the exhaust stack of a synthetic 
machine. Remove accumulated lint 
from the damper. If necessary, replace 
the gasket. Be sure the damper seals 
properly. You can determine whether 
the damper is functioning properly by 
feeling the exhaust stack during the 
recovery drying cycle. If the stack is 
hot, the damper is not sealing properly 
and you are losing solvent. 


Q. We've noticed 

your mention of a 

“separate recovery 

dryer” or “tumbler.” 

Please tell us what 

this equipment does, 

and what advantages may be gained 
by using it. 


ALA separate recovery tumbler, usu- 
ally used with a non-recovery type 
unit, recovers solvent remaining in the 
garments after centrifugal extraction 
in the cleaning machine. Heated air is 
passed through the garments and 
picks up solvent as vapor. When 
cooled in a condenser, the vapors form 
liquid solvent which is recovered. 
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Economies (up to two cents per 
pound of garments cleaned) in solvent 
costs are possible when a separate re- 
covery tumbler is used with a non-re- 
covery, “open”’ type unit. Sometimes 
separate recovery tumblers are used 
with completely closed units to in- 
crease productive capacity during peak 
periods. 


Q. our dry cleaning 

unit has no still. Re- 

cently we've noticed 5 

odors from one ortwo 

garmerts in our fin- fa 

ished loads. Although 

this occurs infrequently, we would ap- 
preciate your suggestions on removing 
garment odor. 


A. We believe your trouble is due to 
certain types of garments rather than 
faulty solvent. Some poorly cured per- 
manent fabric finishes can have an 
odor and may be water soluble. This 
odor is picked up by the excess mois- 
ture in other fabrics. We suggest the 
following: 


1. Run one or more loads of cotton or 
linen rags in the washer on a regular 
rinse for approximately 5 minutes. 


2. Extract for one minute. This will 
leave most of the moisture in the rags. 
Recover remaining solvent by recov- 
ery drying. The water which is recov- 
ered with the solvent will be separated 
in the water separator and will carry 
away most of the soluble odor. 


3. Mix one volume of soda ash with 10 
volumes of sweetener powder and use 
this mixture instead of regular sweet- 
ener powder on each load of garments, 
except as noted below. 


4. Mix one volume of activated carbon 
with 10 volumes of precoater powder 
and use this mixture on every 3rd or 
4th load in place of the mixture de- 
scribed in step 3, above. 


Q. How can I obtain 
efficient control of 
the water flowing 
through my recov- 
ery condenser? 


A. There are several good automatic 
controls on the market. However, if 
you prefer a manual control, here is an 
economical method: install two valves 
in the water line to the condenser 
one master valve and one control valve 
The master valve can be a standard 
gate valve, and thecontrol valveshould 
be a needle valve. Naturally, the con- 
trol valve should be located between 
the master valve and the unit, permit- 
ting close adjustment of the water flow. 
This arrangement is equally effective 
on both still and recovery condensers. 
In either case, the discharge water 
should be held to a lukewarm tem- 
perature. 


Q. When should I drain 

my still? How much sol- 

vent is left in still resi- ® 
due? How can recover 
this solvent? 


A. Slow distillation at normal operat - 
ing level with 50 to 60 Ibs. steam pres- 
sure indicates need fora still clean out. 
Minimum perchlorethylene hold-up in 
still residue after completion of coil 
steam distillation is 40‘; by weight or 
25°, by volume. For information on 
recovery of this perchlorethylene by 
“steam sweeping,” we attach a copy 
of a recent issue of our publication, 
MODERN DRY CLEANER, which 
carries an article on this subject.

Standardized Fleet 
Has Advantages 


Same-make service plus careful records 


give operating and maintenance economy 


ONE OF THE MAJOR ADVANTAGES of having all 
trucks of a delivery feet the same make and model is 
the provision of a standard of comparison. When Sa- 
units Cleaners & Furriers of Lansing, Michigan, had 
ten trucks of various makes, supervisor Howard A 
Brooks could not always determine accurately why one 
truck cost more to maintain than another. A driver 
ould always blame high relative maintenance cost on 
the particular make of truck he was driving 

That was only one problem Mr. Brooks solved by 
disposing of the mixed fleet and buying ten trucks of 
the same make from one dealer. The servicing of the 
different makes of trucks at different garages had not 
mly caused contusion and loss of time, but there was 
not sufficient business at any one garage to provide any 
leeway on price adjustments. The change to one make 
ind one servicing garage gave Savant’s the benefit of 
the fleet service provided for all of its dealers by the 
truck manufacturer 

For a fleet the size of Savant’s, Mr. Brooks explains, 
even if the owner could afford a full-time mechanic 
tor maintenance—and could find a capable man for the 
job—he could not afford the best and most complete 
servicing equipment 

For example, when purchased the new Savant 
trucks were all-over bright red, while Mr. Brooks wanted 
a two-toned job, At the service garage the top halves 
were painted vray im its intra red paimit oven, OF bake 
oven. A commercial artist finished the job with red let 
tering and design, providing the eve catcher desired 

Certain maintenance features are, however, done by 
Savant’s. A man is hired to wash every truck once a 
week. The cleaning firm also maintains its own gasoline 
pumps and oil supply. The drivers fill up three times a 
week; also change oil, gauge batteries, if necessary 
The pump is locked except for one hour on each ap- 
pointed day, since it has proved a time saving to have 
all the drivers gas up together 

Mr. Brooks takes full advantage of the service effi- 
ciency by keeping a complete maintenance record. A 
vearly record is kept in longhand but condensed into 
a system he has devised to reveal comparative driver's 
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figures and record percentage costs. His record shows 
every expense—such as motor tune-up, lights, batteries, 
ete. It shows fixed expenses—insurance, license fees, de- 
preciation of trucks—all by the month. 

The total expense tells exactly what each unit costs 
monthly. So, Mr, Brooks can figure definitely what the 
profit is to Savant’s through the sales brought in by each 
unit. For example, consider Truck No. 8—January 89.5 
gallons; cost $19.35; miles traveled 871; miles per gal- 
lon 9.7. If the mileage record shows that the driver 
put on extra miles without a corresponding increase in 
sales, he must be “running around.” If the miles-per- 
gallon ratio goes down, it is a red signal to find out why. 
Perhaps gasoline has been stolen from the truck. 

A record provided by the requisition slips repro- 
duced below involves the office, the drivers and the 
maintenance garage. This record saves money by pre- 
venting any driver from making unnecessary repairs or 
buying unnecessary equipment. On the requisition 1 
the driver writes in what he has discovered the truck 
needs done to it before another day's driving. Since the 
garage furnishes night service, trucks can be kept in 
shape with no daytime loss of driver's time. 

Before the requisition slip goes to the garage with 
the truck, Mr. Brooks must o.k. it. This he considers a 
vital step in keeping management informed. Again 
when the driver picks up his repaired truck at the ga- 
rage, he gets the bill and has Mr. Brooks check it. 

Once each week Mr. Brooks gets behind every wheel 
and makes what he calls a minute inspection. While he 
takes a short drive. he watches for himself what main- 
tenance work needs to be done. During his brief weekly 
inspection he also checks the tires 

Another benefit of fleet standardization is the abil- 
itv to transfer drivers from one route to another with 
no loss of time in learning to handle a different make 
of truck, When the fleet was first purchased about a 
vear ago, Mr. Brooks met with the drivers several times 
to thoroughly acquaint them with the equipment and 
the terms of Savant’s contract with the garage 

On the whole, Savant’s has been successful in hiring 
expert drivers. The hiring procedure is not haphazard, 
but based on an aptitude test and more than one inter- 
view. The test is designed to reveal the driver's ability 
to handle cash, people and a truck. The first interview 
is followed by a study of the applicant’s credit record 
and character references. When this justifies a second 
interview, actual details of employment are discussed. 

As a most effective guard in protecting the truck 
fleet, a substantial prize is offered twice a vear to the 
driver who has maintained his truck at the lowest cost. 
Mr. Brooks reports that the men all really work for 
the prize and it is seldom won repeatedly by the same

“Package stores are the coming trend. Another 5 vears will 
witness a great growth in this direction. This is a natural out- 
growth of the public's demand for faster service combined with 
high quality. The package store with its plant on the premises 
can offer this with the added psychological factor of actually 
allowing the customers to view their operation. thereby dis- 
pelling any skepticism on the part of the customer as to the 
claims advanced by the shop owner.” 


Did you ever realize that the employee 
at your counter may be the most impor- 
tant person in your shop? 


The counter employee is your salesman 
and thus controls your volume of busi- 
ness. In most cases, the counter em- 
ployee is the only person that a customer 
comes in direct contact with in your 
store. If the counter employee is slow, 
seemingly disinterested or untidy, the 
impression is left that the whole organi- 
zation is operated on that basis. Here 
are some tips to avoid that kind of an 
impression on your customers. 


Make sure that the person at your 
counter is neat and well groomed . . . 
you're selling cleaning service, and as 
your salesman the counter employees 
should look as though they practice 
cleanliness. They should be pleasant at 
all times and should look as though it’s 
a pleasure to serve the customer. When 
a customer has special instructions, be 
sure they're written down on the order 
or a piece of note paper in front of the 
customer. In other words, make sure 
your counter employees look and act 
alert and intelligent. 


If you will practice these tips, your 
customers will appreciate the manner in 
which their cleaning business is handled. 
And you'll also be sure of leaving the 
best impression of your organization as 
a whole. Often the customer's first im- 
pression can be the difference between 
repeat business and no business.

\ COMPLETE CHANGE in the appearance of a store, 
both inside and out, was achieved by a remodeling job 
recently completed at Cambridge Cleaners in Cam- 
bridge, Maryland 

\ comparison of the before and after pictures will 
show that owner C. W. Mowbray, gaining control of 
the building next door, converted Cambridge from 
a single to a double store front, To get the clear space 
shown above the name, second-story windows had to be 
blocked out, with a white facade covering the old 
brick. A clock and thermometer will soon be placed 
here. 

The two wide windows are angled in to frame the 
entrance, recessing the store front in the modern trend. 

The interior was also modernized, with a glass- 


brick counter lit from behind. Walls are grain-finish 
plywood in pink, the 26-foot curved counter top is blue, 
and the floor is blue and white linoleum. The ceiling 
is an off-white, with the lower overhang that creates 
a false ceiling effect in blue. Cartoon cutouts promoting 
services rest on this overhang. 

Hlumined at night, almost all of the store is visible 
from the street. Outside lights are soft red behind the 
large block letters that spell out the firm name. Inside 
light comes from the glass-brick counter and other 
small lights strategically placed to gain as much re- 
flection as possible. 

Mr. Mowbray seems to have succeeded in his plan 
to make the Cambridge store a 24-hour advertisement 
for quality cleaning.

Latest Technical Bulletins: In April NICD published 
technical bulletins No. 279 on “Acetate Taffetas” and 
No. T-280 on “Adding Water With a Batch Run in a 
Charged System—Part 2.” 

Until recently, according to NICD, a spotter had 
no qualms about spotting an acetate taffeta with water 
or even wetcleaning it. It was only the rayon taffetas 
that contained sizing and caused trouble, but this is no 
longer true. Bulletin T-279 tells about the many ace- 
tate tafletas now being made that contain a sizing and 
require proper precautions. A swatch of this new type 
of tafleta is attached. 

No. T-280 is the second bulletin describing the re- 
sults of adding water on a batch run when drycleaning 
in a charged system. It shows how removal of spots and 
redeposition of soil are affected by the length of the 
batch run used. It gives results when water is added 


using 2-, 5- and 10-minute batch runs.

Rubber Pads Again: Just when the problem of bond- 
ed wool shoulder pads set med narrowed down to their 
neoprene synthetic rubber content, a Belgian manu- 
facturing firm wrote the NICD that they had read its 
bulletin but thought the trouble had some other cause. 
As manufacturers of shoulder pads made of rubberized 
hair, the Societe Anonyme Lacritex of Brussels advised 
that they have encountered discoloration with natural 
rubber latex due to accidental excesses of certain 
chemical stabilizers. The Institute is cooperating with 
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this firm in obtaining information from 
American manufacturers ot rubberized wool materials 
The Belgian correspondent didn't say how the bul-

The agricultural interests which sought to avoid the 
competition of coconut oil as an oleomargarine ingre- 
dient won out, however. 

During World War IL, when the use of coconut oil 
tor edible purposes was prohibited, the oleo makers 
found that they could make a superior product from 
domestic oils, and have discontinued the use of coco- 
nut oil. Representative Havenner’s bill is thus presented 
at an opportune time. Soap consumers have an excellent 
prospect of being able to use soaps made from coconut 
oil without paying a 3-cents-per-pound penalty in the 
form of the processing tax. Since coconut oil is also 
used in some synthetic detergents, the same savings 
would likewise benefit their users. 

The NICD urges individual drycleaners and state 
and local associations to write to their Congressmen and 
request them to urge their friends on the Ways and 
Means Committee to give early and favorable con- 
sideration to H. R. 6292.

Stunts for Slow Seasons 
Bowden has some sort of a special promotion stunt 
roing most of the time. It may be a stvle show at the 
local theater, a drive of some sort which the plant 
sponsors, or a guessing contest. These are set to stim- 
ulate business during dull times. The most recent stunt 

was the familiar penny-cuessing contest 
For this contest the plant had a jar of pennies on 
display in the store. With each 50 cents worth of clean- 
ing a customer was entitled to one guess on the number 
of pennies in the jar. In order to enter the guess the 
customer had to fill out a card. Later the cards were 
used in checking and posting the customer-control list 
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SIGNS PAINTED over hanger hooks on each end of counter explain 
themselves. Garments are brought out from will call’ racks and hung 
on these hooks 


In the first week's guessing, 1,705 cards were signed; 
in the second week, 2,480 cards. A prize of $50 for the 
nearest guess was given each week, and approximately 
$30 was spent in advertising the stunt. 

“Our volume the first week of the guessing,” Mr. 
Bowden said, “was $580 above the previous week, and 
the second week hit our all-time high-volume record 
for the plant. This sort of stunt can’t be repeated but 
it worked like a charm in stimulating interest and get- 
ting in business at an especially dull period. 

“By carefully budgeting our direct-mail campaign 
and using special advertising stunts at the needed times, 
we have been able to hold our volume fairly steady 
for every month of the year. In this particular area, 
without this extra effort, there would be very low and 
very high periods, which would mean laying off good 
employees and curtailing operation seasonally.” 

There is one more stunt Mr. Bowden believes is 
doing more good per dollar spent than any other phase 
of the advertising program. This is the daily use of a 
black-type line several times among the classified ads 
of the local paper. You cannot glance at the classified 
section of the Mayfield paper without seeing:

Cost as Proof of Value 


Assuming that a cleaner is liable for loss of a garment that 


has been worn a ve if OF tore im the imount of damages be 
fixed by a court or jury at what the garment cost new? 

No, said the Appellate Term of New York in a deci- 
sion that would probably be followed by almost any 
court. (Carll v. Goldberg, 110 N. Y. Supp. 318.) 

However, that does not mean that cost may not be 
considered as a base in computing value at the time of 
loss, making proper allowance for depreciation, Fur- 
thermore, since damages are measured by the present 
value to the wearing owner, there does not seem to be 
inv legal bar to considering the present cost of the 
same kind ot a garment where, as in these times of in- 
Hation, a slightly worn coat may be worth more today 
than it cost a vear or so ago 

In the New York case, the court set aside a judg- 
ment tor $45, the cost of an overcoat that had been worn 
i vear or so, and ordered a new trial unless the customer 
would consent to reduction of the judgment to $30.

competing as a member of a partnership, as an officer 
or stockholder in a corporation, or as agent, employee 
or manager of any competing concern whether in- 
corporated or not. That will prevent the seller from 
later competing with the buyer in his wife's name or 
otherwise. 

3. Because such a contract by the seller enhances the 
value of the business bought and its resale value, the 
contract should show that the noncompeting clause 
is for the benefit of the buyer's successor or successors 
as well as for his own benefit. 

4. Careful attention should be given to fixing the 
limits within which competition is barred, because a 
court may declare the contract void if the limits are 
much broader than necessary to give the buyer rea- 
sonable protection. This point is illustrated by the 
decision of the Rhode Island Supreme Court sum- 
marized below. 

5. In some states, the contract may be declared 
void if it does not fix a reasonable time limit, as well as 
territorial limit, within which the seller is to be pre- 
vented from competing In those states the courts 
take the view that the time limit should not be longer 
than is reasonably necessary to enable the buyer to get 
well acquainted with the seller's old patrons and en- 
trench himself against competition. 

In the Rhode Island case (North Dye House, Inc., 
v. Rosenfield, 166 Atl. 346, decided in 1933) the de- 
fendant had transferred his interest in the plaintiff 
company, Which was doing a rapidly expanding clean- 
ing and dyeing business in eastern New England, with 
its principal plant at Revere, Massachusetts. The de- 
fendant agreed that for seven vears he would not en- 
gage, directly or indirectly, in cleaning or dyeing, nor 
work for any individual, firm or corporation so engaged, 

thin the territory served by the plaint fA se parate 
clause stated that meant all territory within the radius 
of 200 miles from the Revere office, That radius in- 
cluded part of New Brunswick and New York. 

The defendant then became an employee of a 
cleaning and dyeing business in Providence covering 
that city and adjacent territory in Rhode Island. which 
encroached upon the plaintiff's territory 

The court upheld a decree of a lower court en- 
joining the defendant from identifving himself with 
the cleaning and dyeing business within Rhode Island. 
which admittedly was territory served by the plaintiff, 
regardless of the validity of the separate clause which

New Plant by Easy Stages 


Storage vault keeps cost of changeover low 


by WILLIAM R. PALMER 


HOW TO BUILD a new, modern drycleaning plant 
piecemeal, as the money can be spared for it, has been 
solved by Murle Escoubas of El Dorado. Arkansas 
He built the parts that could pay for themselves first 

The old plant otf Escoubas Cleaners & Dvers is a 
typical downtown location on a busy street. The build- 
ing has been added on to a half-dozen times. There 
is no room tor another addition, now. Traffic congestion 
is killing prospects for additional business through the 
front door 

So Mr. Escoubas bought enough land to fill all pos- 
sible future needs. a few blocks from the center of 
town and a block off the main highway. It is a corner 
location 

Here he has built a drive-in branch store with park- 
ing room for 10 or 12 cars. He also constructed a 

needed storage vault. Now, charging off the 

cost of store and vault on a monthly basis, including 
the entire cost of the lot, will be less than he’d have 
to pay in rental of a similar store and vault. So he has 
i plant location nailed down that doesn't cost him any- 
thing. He can build and move when he gets ready 

Each of the new facilities has an interesting feature 
illustrated here

serious problem in the summer time, So the store is 
made airtight as possible. Then a row of openings over 
the plate-glass windows is filled with air filters and 
provided with trap doors to regulate the flow of the 
incoming air.

The storage vault has a linoleum floor covering 
It was an accident that has worked out nicely (a drum 
of asphalt spilled over the Hoor and it was figured easier 
to cover than remove As a result, not only has there 
been no trouble with dusting or powdering from the 
new concrete floor, but customers have been visibly 
impressed with the ippearance of the floor when 
brought in to see tl vault. Mr. Escoubas feels the 
flooring has paid for itself in sales resulting from its 
effect on potenti il customers

“That $742.53 is okay,” says Mr, Baxley. “It’s a lot 
more than I made as a presser.” 

According to J. S. Latta, who manages the 16 Glo 
properties, the company owns most of the buildings and 
a great deal of time and study go into location selec- 
tion. There is no building cost to the lessee. It is handled 
just as if he rented it, except that the rent is included 
in Glo’s 30 percent commission. 

Advertising runs around 3 percent of the company’s 
30 percent. The money is spent for a radio program 
consisting of a daily newscast and one-minute plugs, 
for classified-directory advertising, and “specials.” For 
the specials Glo has sponsored free square dances, 
featuring a name band, which have proved highly effec- 
tive 

Most important in the success of the system are the 
lessees of the 16 plants. According to Mr. Latta, the 
more money the lessee makes, the better the company

During rush periods there are two attendants in the 
storage room, one girl handling the drycleaning orders 
and the other the laundry and bachelor bundles. 

There is a second Tel-Auto-Graph behind the coun- 
ter to handle orders picked up in the store. 

\ three-way loudspeaker system connects the drive- 
in lot, the store counter and the mezzanine storeroom 
If there is any question regarding the order, the at- 
tendant in the storage room switches a button and talks 
to the drive-in attendant or to the attendants behind 
the counter 

“We found,” Cliff Morgan, Jr., said, “that it is much 
faster and more sure to have the requests written on 
the Tel-Auto-Graph rather than to use the speaker 
system. Questions come up in only about one out of 

25 orders. When the request is written and reproduced 
on the roll of paper before the storage-room attendant 
there is never any question about her forgetting a part 
of the order, or having to call back as to whether there 
were two or three different parts. All she has to do is 
take another look at the paper there before her.” 

By actual timing it requires an average of between 
» and 3 minutes from the time a car drives on to the 
lot until the attendant has delivered the order to that 
car. This means that cars do not need to be on the lot 
more than 3 minutes at the most.

finding this very helpful now that our employee 
turnover has greatly increased because of the defense 
program and many more young men being called into 
service, 

“An attendant only has to remember the one 
long enough to reach the writing machine, then he can 
run to another car. Also, there is always the copy ot 
the order there for quick checking. 

“The attendants in the store, who are never as busy 
as the drive-in attendants, place the orders on the 
counter, All the drive-in attendant has to do is rush 
through the double doors, which swing both ways, pick 
up one or two orders and rush back to the lot. 

“Before we put in this system we had a good many 
complaints because the counter attendants did not 
deliver to the cars and counter customers in order 
With the orders coming to the mezzanine attendants on 
the roll of paper there is no chance to fill a second order 
ahead of a previous order. All the girl has to do is take 
the orders as they appear on the sheet of paper When 
this is done, the bundles reach the counter in the same 
order. We have not had one single complaint since we 
put in this system.” 

There is still another advantage to this plan of 
filling orders, according to Mr. Morgan. People waiting 
at the counter are usually more impatient than drive-in 
customers, Since the two regular store attendants (three 
for rush hours) do not have to leave the counter to 
look tor orders, they have more time to keep the cus- 
tomers satisfied, to suggest different services and urge 
the bringing in of seasonal specials, Because of this 
advantage, Mr. Morgan says there's been a noticeable 
increase in the volume on spec ials. # #

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SOLVENT TESTING 


Introduction 


The purpose of periodic testing of solvent is to determine whether 
or not excessive quantities of undesirable impurities have built 
up to a point where they will cause difficulties. 


COMPLETE TESTING REQUIRED 


For Solvent Testing to Be of Value It Must Be 
Complete 


Unfortunately, specialized laboratory equipment and knowledge 
is required for a complete test to be made. However, those plants 
who are members of our National Institute of Cleaning and 
Dyeing may have their solvents tested m the Institute's 
laboratories free of charge. This service is of immeasurable 
value and we believe that it alone justifies the reasonable mem 


bership fee of the NICD 


IMPURITIES 


There are numerous impurities that accumulate in drycleaning 
solvent in the normal course of operations. In each case, limits 
must be set as to the quantity allowable before operating dif 
ficulties begin to occur. These impurities may be classed as: sus 
pended or insoluble soil and soluble contaminants. In all in- 
stances, the insoluble soil is completely removed by means of an 
efficiently operating filter system. The removal of the solubles 
requires more attention; yet, may be maintained at safe levels 


with ease 


PRACTICAL TESTS 


These tests are those which are simple to perform yet are of 


considerable value in determining a solvent’s condition 


SOLUBLE IMPURITIES 


Color: The color of the solvent should not build up to the extent 
that it will cause graying or dulling of light materials. It is 
difficult to set limits on solvent color; however, it should not be 
allowed to become darker than a very light amber. In most 
instances solvent color may be maintained at a level very close 
to water-white through careful operations. The test for solvent 
color is visual and may be accomplished simply by inspecting 
sight glasses. Caution: In the event that a charged system is 
being used, the color of the solvent may be darker than that 
normally allowable; however, this color is due to the inherent 
color of the detergent being used and in itself causes no cleaning 
difficulties 


Acid Number: The acid number of the solvent in general should 
be maintained below 0.3 when tested according to the approved 
NICD method. 


It is felt by some that solvent acid number must be maintained 
as close to zero as possible in order that solvent odors do not 
develop. However, we feel that there is no absolute basis for this 
theory inasmuch as we have seen a great many discrepancies 
Nevertheless, as a matter of safety, it is usually thought best t 


maintain the solvent acid number at a level of 0.3 or below
